Explanation: 

Document 1 cited in the ISR describes the compound described in claims 1, 2 and 4 and that said 
compound has an Rho kinase inhibitory effect; the inventions described in claims 1, 2, 4 and 8-12 are 
identical to said compound. Therefore, these inventions do not appear to be novel or to involve an 
inventive step. 

Because the inventions described in claims 3 and 5-7 are not described in documents 1 and 2, 
they appear to be novel. 

However, because altering substituents and obtaining a compound having the same action can be 
easily performed by a party skilled in the art, the inventions described in claims 3 and 5-7 can be 
easily arrived at by a party skilled in the art based on the descriptions of document 1 . 

Therefore, the inventions described in claims 3 and 5-7 do not appear to involve an inventive 

step. 
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
